— Canadian 
Press).—A‘ gummary of Sir Robert 
‘Borden's address to the caucus yester-, 
day morning has been given to ithe 
press this evening. In it the prime, 
minister informed his followers that) 
any further attempt on his part to} 
carry on the onerous duties of his of- 
fice would lead to a relapse in his 
health; that his medical advisers at! 
best could only hold out hope for re- 
covery after one year of complete 
rest, and that the direction of affairs} 
of Canada could not properly be car-| 
ried out by a prime minister whol 
must spent the next year away from | 
his duties. Therefore, Sir Robert) 
had reluctantly decided on resigna- 
tion, 

The prime min'ster reviewed the 
history of union government from its| 
formation and through the trying 
years of the war. The Canadian 
people, in 1917 had elected the Union; 
government, The chief punpose for 
which that government was formed 
was the successful prosecution of the 
war, That supreme purpose had} 
been abundantly accomplished, and} 
the Canadian forces were maintained 
in the field up to armistice day at 
complete etrength and in highest ef- 
ficiency. The answer of the Can- 
adian people in 1917, Sir Robert stat-| 
ed, had gone like a trumpet call 
throughout the empire and the world. 


Of Different Political Beliefs 

The men forming Union govern- 
ment were of different political be- 
lief. When the war ended, they had 
to decide whether to continue their | 
common endeavor or whether they 
should dissolye the association. This} 
was the situation when the prime 
minister's health gave way, Jast Sep- 
tember and he wags compelled to go 
away until December to rest. Sir 
Robert stated that he had soon real- | 
ized that he had not rallied effectively

from his illness. He then placed 
himself in the hands of his medical 
advisors who urged him to retire from 
his position. One of them had said 
that a year's complete rest from work, 
he might resume his duties if his! 
labors could be lightened and con- 
eequent strain diminished, 

Sir Robert then detailed the events which 
led to his further rest. in the ‘attempt to. 
regain his health, 

“Since my return,” the premier etated, 
“I have had the opportunity of testing my 
capacity for resumption of my duties and 
I am convinced beyond all question that 
to continue as premier means a constant 
and unavailing struggle against impaired 
health ,and strength. Last December, the 
most nguine estimate of my “conditian 
demanded a complete respite from active 
work for at least a year. Any such evid- 
ence was a counsel of perfect rest which, 
as you must realize, was wholly impractic- 
able, The promier of this domicion onder 
present conditions cvuld fot and should 
not abdickhte his duties for any such 
period, On the contrary, the situation re- 
quires complgte possession of full health 
and vigor by the person whe is called 
upon to fulfill the responsibilities of the 
premiership, 
fl Unfair to Country 


“Under these circumstances, it would be 
most unfair to the country and to my 
supporters in parliament if I did not re- 
Jinguish as soon as possible the position 
which I now hold. Any difficulties con- 
fequent upon my rétirement would in- 
crease ten-fold if I should struggle on for 
a few months and then relapse into the 
physical weakness which beset me last 
session, 

“Perhaps I may venture to say, even 
from considerations personal to myself, 
this sacrifice ought not to be demanded. 
I entered public life in 1896 and four years 
afterwards I was elected leader of the 
Liberal-Conservative purty which was at 
the nadir of its fortunes. For more than 
ten years I led that party in opposition, 
and for nearly nine years I have been 
prime minister, During more than four 
years of the latter period our country 
was involved in strife, effort and sncri- 
fice wholly unprecedented in our history. 
For nearly two years we have been facing 
the problems of re-construction. The 
strain imposed upon ministers aince Au- 
gust, 1014, is not to be measured by yenrs. 
It had left its effects upon every member 
of the administration and notably upon 
mnyeelf. 

“May I add ‘that although the path of 
duty was not always ta be discerned 
clearly, I never conactonsly departed from 
it. I hope you wit consider me merited 
to honorable discharge, I have the per- 
mission of His Excellency, the governor- 
general to inform you of my retirement 
in the immediate future,” 

Gratitude to Supporters 

The prime minister then expressed his 
gratitude to hig colleagues and to his 
supporters in parilament. The a'tuation, 
he declared, was full of cheer; the post- 
tion of the government was atendily atreng- 
thened until today the party was moro 
united, vigorous and determined than 
ever before. There was plenty of matert- 
al within the party for the formation of 
a new amdnilstration, The party had 
suffered from lack of necessary work and 
rensonable activity outside the walls of 
parliament, 

“You must net depend solely upon min- 
{sters for this vork,” Sir Robert warned 
his followers, ‘the legislative ‘work itm- 
posed upon them is almost overwhelming.” 

“We have a fue working majority in 
parliament,” he sontinued, “we have a 
good case, we Xtve magnificent ability, 
energy and debating power fn our ranks, 
There should be no difficulty in carrying 
on the government. All that {s essential 
is to stand together in the future as in 
the past.” 

Government's Polcy Accepted 

As to the governmett’s policy, he sald, 
ft had been accepte. Its application 
would doubtless raise questions which 
could not be antictpated but they conld 
Agree that none among ‘hem desired the 
adoption or fulfillment o! a polley which 
would destroy the inatstries of thia 
country or which would rence tts labor- 
ing population to the co@itions which 
prevailed in some other cointries, Living 
conditions of a just and deent character 
must be maintained, '

Must Have Permit. 

The members remain in office until 
the end of January. The creation of 
the commission means that from this 
time on no boxing contest rege A held 
in the city for which a fee is charged, 
unless such contest is held under the 
control of the commission. The com- 


mission itself cannot conduct such a}! 


contest in the city without a permit 
from the chief of police. But if the 
police refuse any such permit the com- 
mission has the right to appeal to the 
board of commissioners of the city, 
and thelr decision in the matter 
final. The bylaw also includes a num- 
ber of other regulations for the su- 
pervision of contests. 

The commission has power 
all money received from this source. 
A.statement has to be rendered to the 
city council of the amount of such 
money and of its disposal. 

Other Bylaws.

The bylaw to license temperance 
bars was dealt with and passed.

The Red 


Cross in Edmonton ~ 


BY G. M. A . 


When Canada became a signatory to,the League of Nations, the 


League of Red Cross Societies, of 


which the Cahadian Red Cross is 


& member, automatically, as it were, became to Canada the interna- 
tional organization for relief measures, with, its first duty the contin- 
uance and completion of its war work. 

It is because of this that a small band of women still work in the 
Red Cross rooms in the Civic Block, and it i because of this that, in 
October of this year, a great drive for membership will be made 
throughout the whole Dominion, in an effort to secure fynds for the 
carrying out of the National peace-time program. ° 

_If, in the carrying out of this peace-tinte program, the Red Cross 
Society can secure something of the enthusiastic support that vivi- 
fied even the humblest worker in war-time, the good it may do is 
yet undreamed. For in those nerve-wracking and heartrending days, 


when the war cloud still hovered 


dangerously over the world, man, 


woman and child gave of his—or her—best, and looked upon the Red 
Cross as the natural ‘‘hand’’ which should place the gift, swiftly and 
surely, on the spot for which it was intended. Edmonton may well 
be proud of the share she took in filling this hand with the best 
gifts her loving thoughtfulness gould provide, 


Numerous preparatory meetings— 
the first held in Ali Saints’ school- 
foom, with Lieut.-Governor Bulyea 


prosiding—contributed to the organ- 
zation of the Edmonton Red Cross 
society in December, 1914, with Dr. 
Tory as president; Mrs. M. R. Jen- 
nings, and Mrs. Justis Willson as 
vice-president; r. F. W. Rolt, as 
secretary, and Mr. Bruce Macleod as 
treasurer, these officers to form the 
executive committee. 

The St. John Ambulance did not 
accept the proposition made to It, that 
it amalgamate with the Red Cross, 
but, though keeping its own Jdeutity, 
appointed a committee to consult 
with and work with the Red Cross. 

A finance committee, under the 
convenership of Dr. Tory, was ap- 
pointed to raise funds, with a re- 
sult that by March lst, almost two 
thousand dollars had been secured, to 
which the ladies’ working committee 
under Mrs. Jennings, had addéd a 
couple of hundred dollars more, and 
with the whole amount, enough ma- 
terials and supplies were purchased 
to last for a couple of months, the 
completed work being sent overseas. 

This has been the policy of Edmon- 
ton local branch during its existence, 
as it has been the policy of Alberta as 
@ province—the investing of its money 
fn materials which were made up by 
voluntary helpers—instead of send- 
ing gifts of money. In consequence, 
the unexpected arrival of the armis- 
tice found Alberta with a iuw treas- 
ury and its gifts either sent overseas 
or in process of making, while some 
of the other provinces had a large 
surplus of money; Manitoba, for in- 
stance, having over a million dollars 
on hand. 

Patterns for the garments and ban- 
dages needed were supplied by the 

rovincial branch, and the Great 
West Garment Co. (and, for a time, 
the Emery Manufacturing Co.), cut 
the garments free of charge, a much 
appreciated kindness, which was con- 
tinued all through tae war. The cut- 
out materials were made up in the) 
rooms by voluntary helpery, were 
taken to homes for individual . and 
collective work, or were supplied to 
put-of-town auxiliaries, ’ 


Work! ng Circles Formed 


Almost simultayeously with the 
birth of the society, came the forma- 
tion of working circles—the first or- 
ganized by Mrs. W. Gambling, dat- 
Ing from January 20, 1915, and the 
or- 

anized by Mrs, Tory and some of the 
ladies of the University. 

These circles were formed of de- 
voted women, who met regularly 
(usually once a week) to knit socks 
and make up bandages, pyjamas, tow- | 
els, bed linen, etc. They grew rap- 
idly in numbers untfl], in March, 1917, 
there were 203 circles in Edmonton, 
and, later still, 257. 

These circles, with a membership of 
Qnywhere from three or four to 
forty, in some cases were formed in 
connection with churches or schcools 
+-for there were children's circles as 
Wwell—some were chapters of the 
Daughters of the Empire, others just 
groups of friends, or a certain street 
or district; Dut, all over the city, 
loyal, loving women were putting 
aside their individual interests and 
amusements, and giving their time 

and energy to the making of com- 
forts for sick and wounded at the 
front. Day after day, week after 
week, and month after month, weav- 
Ing love and *pity and prayer into the 
stitches, these self-sacrificing work- 
ers, “faithful in little,”” accomplished 
an almost {ncredible amount of work, 
Besides working at circle meetings, 
many of the members took materials 
home, and made them up there. 

In addition, they raised money by 
many means. Socials, teas, Christ- 
mas trees, Christmns sales, and many 
different schemes were arranged, and 
the money donated to various pur- 
poses of Red Cross Work, 

Resides the local circles, many 
similar ones were formed in_ the 
country districts of Northern Alberta, 
which made this city their supply 

{headquarters, 


outside points wished to assiat, and 
there was 710 loc¢i branch, the Ed- 
monton office co-operated with the 
group, no matter how small it was. 
Auxiliaries were formed. Sometimes 
they grew and became branches. 
More often they remained attached 
te the Edmonton Red Cross. , These

auxiliaries finally numbered 336, and 
did splendid work. 

Mrs. Willison held, her position on 
the executive until April 1915, when 
she went overseas, and was replaced 
by Mrs. Duncan Smith, while Mrs. 
Tory tvas appointed third vice-presi- 
dent. It was decided, then that the 
executive should carry on the work 
between general mcetings, and have 
power to fill vacancies occuring 
on the committee. From that 
time onward, general meetings were 
wractioally dicontinued. 

In May Mr. Macteod and Mr. Rvoit 
resigned their positions as treasurer 
and secretary. It was decided to com- 
bine the offices and Mr. S. T. Lawrie 
became secretary-treasurer, 

In Jely Circle 11 undertook to serve 
refreshments at the exhibition grounds 
during Fair week, and added consid- 
erably to the finances by this means. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway very 
generously had given the Red Cross 
the use of two rooms in its building on 
Jasper avenue and there, in charge of 
Mrs. A. M. Calderon, had been estab- 
Mshed work rooms for distribution of 
materials and receipt of supplies. As 
the work grew the number of rooms 
was increased until eight more were 
in use and occupied until the end of 
the war—and this privilege was given 
as a donation from the railway com- 
pany. 

Ohanges In Exccutive. 

Some changes took place 
executive in August 1915, as Mrs. 
Tory resigned her position as tbird 
vice-president. Mrs. Jennings while of- 
ficially first vice-president, had been 
ill much of the time, so Mrs. Duncan 
Smith took her place as first vice- 
president ard superintendent of work, 
with Mrs. ii, M. E. Evans and Miss 
Julia Ponton as second and _ third 
vice-presidents. The ladies’ working 
committee had passed gradually out of 
existence, becoming merged in the 
executive, which had added to its 
membership representative workers in 


the society. 

In September 1915, through the 
kindness of Mrs. Bulyea, a garden 
party was given at Government House 
which added over $1,300 to the re- 
ceipts of the eociety, and a percentage 
of June sales, by James Ramsey, Ltd. 
had resulted in over $2,900. Several 
shops agreed to this scheme, and the 
Red Cross put4n a staff of saleswomen 
for the agfeed time, and was given a 
percentage of the total sajes. 

A gymkhana, held at the Arena, 
under the management of Mr. and 
Mrs, George Jones had excited great 
(nterest and brought in over a 
thousand dollars, and the sale of 
Christmas seals proved another suc- 
cessful money-raising scheme both in 
1916 and following years, 

From time to time appeals had beén 
received from the British and French 
Red Cross societies, etc., and when 
considered possible these had been as- 
sisted by a donation from the funds, 
the British Red Cross benefitting by a 
gift of $2,000 in October 1915, 

Growth of Work. 

The gradual growth of work during 
the early daye of war, and the man- 
ner in which the Edmonton Red Cross 
proved true to its self-appointed task 
of love aud mercy may be told by the 
fact that the output of the eleven 
months ending September 1915 more 
Boone ane bie othe preceding ten 

onths, the first “year” o - 
ciety’s work. % + See 

Up to September 1916 the number 
of articles forwarded was 291,771 
valu@d at $82,574.30, while there re. 
mained on hand 1,489 finished gar- 
ments, valued at $451.14; and 39,502 
unfinished articles valued at $10,622.- 
64, as well as materialg valued at 
$1,810.24, a total value of $12,754.62. 

The articles made included such 
necessities ag abdominal bandages, 
bed packets and socks, bed pads, hos- 
pital suita many-tailed bandages, 
pyjamas, service- and surgical shirts, 
triangular and T bandages, dressing 
gowns, bed ‘Hnen, towels, in fact any- 
thing that could add to the comfort 
of the sick and wounded. 

The total receipts had reached the 
sum of $68,530.63 and to this the city 
circles had contributed $5,347.81, and 
the country circles $18,564.61,

As the days rolled by and the 
months took greater and greater toll, 
the efforts of the Red Cross workecs 
gsrew and extended and the epirit of 
self-sacrifice became more and m2:@ 
general. 

When the eending of parcele from 
private individuals to prisoners of war 
in Germany was prohibited, the Red 
Crosé became the only medium 
through which euch gifts could be 
distributed, and as every prisoner had 
to be provided for, its work greatly 
increased. 

In Edmonton and district citizens 
and organizations gave loyal support, 
and, in many ways, alded in keeping 
the expenses of administration down. 
One of the endeavors of the Edmon- 
ton loca] branch was ts avoid waste, 
and for months it did not buy cord 
or string, but used the. selvage of 
bandage cottone instead to tie {ts par- 
eng Wider éelvages were hemmed 

nd used for pyjama cdrds, pieces of 
cotton left over, and too small fer 
bandages, were used for making kit- 
chen aprons and chilidren’s 
wear, which were sold easily, Small- 
er pieces and cuttings were sold to a 
bed and mattress company, and the 
ravellinge of the cotton, which were 
more valuable, were kept apart and 
sold as waste to railway and motor 
companies, ' 

In the workrooms, a band of volun- 
tary helpere gave noble wervice, In 
the receiving rooms all the work was 
examined and, if mecessary, altered, 
Then came the eorting and folding 
of the articles, packing them in bun- 
dles of regulation numbér and aize, 
properly marked, and the boxing and 
labelling them for for satpment, 

Shipments of 1917, . 

Eighteen shipments, a total of 1,614 
boxes, and 802,722 articles. for the 
year (October 1, 1916 to Sept, 80, 
1917) give some hint of the labor in- 
voived tn this part of the twork elone. 

Owing to the greater cost of mater. 
falg and the 638 more hoxea tthe in- 
creased value of 1917's boxes was 
$50,288.22, a total vatuation for te 
year of $113,753.82. In addition the 
articles and materials on hand were 
valued mt $12,614.26. Y 

The donations from tthe wountry 


auxiliaries had been 98,670 articles’ 


valued at $13,778 63, and cash re- 
a of $40,754.29, 

e total cash receipts of the year 
had been $107,678.46 of which re 
611.96 Sad been used fa expenses of 
admingtra¢ion, and the rest devoted 
to the buy'ne of materials, and to 
‘ifts, among which were $4,636.39 to 
the Prisoners of War fund, $6,000 to 
the Red Cross Ambulance, end $2,000 
to the French Red Cross, 

In that year supplies were furnished 
to the Strathcona Military (ospital 
and Convalescent Home, to the value 
08 $2,381.71. These consisted of euch 
comforts and efits as cribbage and 
\ otra boards, footballs, boxing 
gloves and punching bags, razors and 
strops, shaving soaps am mirrors, 
playing cards, cricket, tennis and base 
| ball supplies, writing pads, ash trays, 
easy chairs, besides bed linen, Pyjam- 
as, dressing gowne, etc. 

Work of 1918, 


The enormous-increase tn the price 
of materials and tin te need of sup- 
plies made necessry, in 1918, an ap- 
peal for tthe utmost generosity in 
funds, and more workers for the mak- 
ing up of supplies, and knitting. Sev- 
en hundred fpounde of fwool was the 
usual monthly output—and that 
meant some knitting, even when knit- 
ting unachines were used. One work- 
er knitted three hundred pairs of 
socks in six months. 

At one time instructions came from 
headquarters to #1ip immediately all 
the socks and Wollies on hand to Van- 
couver to be sent to Siberia for use 
of the British forces there, and in 
two days 1,770 pair of socks, besides 
mufflers, gloves, twristlets and caps 
were on their way ¢o the Coast. 

Although the Red (Croas could look 
after only @ick and wounded soldiers 
and eailors and prisoners of war,— 
not the weil soldiers,—t co-operated 
with the Canadian 'Wer Contingent 
Aasociation, the official society ap- 
pointed to provide comforts for the 
men jn trenches and camps, on the 
sea or in the air, and @ branch of 
which was organized locally, to look 
after Alberta men. 

A coinmittee of ladiés workea at 


the University, under the supervision | 


of Dr. Lewis, chairman of the Spang- 
mun Moss Committee, all work for 
the province being done there, The 
moss collected during the survey north 
of Edmonton was jpronounced first

During 1918—tne official year end-| 


ing Sept. 80.—the Edmonton Red 
Crosg shipped 1,729 cases with 620,- 
579 articles, valued at $167,906.91, an 
increase oyer the preceding year of 
115 cases, 217,857 articles, and $44,- 
198.59, 

This made a total since organization 
of 4,319 cases, 1,038,741 articles, with 
& total valuation of $335,167.33. 

Outside of supplies, the Edmonton 
branch in 1918, sent in cash to head- 
Quarters over $50,000. 

The local military hoapitals and 
convalescent home was supplied with 
comforts and gifts at a value of $5,- 
400 and a committee provided outings 
for those able to take them. A pic- 
nio at Cooking Lake, and another at 
the home of Mrs, A, J. Boyce, Patri- 
cla, were among: the outings given, 
and besides, a large number of 
wounded men were taken to the Ex- 
hibition, and theatrus, ete, 

Work for the Prisoners of War was 
continued. All parcels had to be 
sent direct from Londan, each man 
getting 5 parcels a month. This branch 


agreed to send $1,000 a month 
through the Provincial branch for 
this purpose, and all contributions 


from 1,0.D;B. chapters, church so- 
cletes and other organizations helped 
to swell thig fund.

The Iac La Biche Fire 

The terrible destitution and hard- 
ship resulting from the Lac La Biche 
fire in Mey 1919 caused gifta of money 
and clothing to pour in for the relief 
of the suffering. These gifts, many 
of which were sent in to The Edmon- 
ton Bulletin, were distributed through 
the Red Cross society, who also con- 
tributed a first shipment of some 
three thousand articles of clothing 
and supplies, many of them new from 
the stores on hand, valued at about 
$2,200, Two more shipments fol- 
lowed later, contdining second hand 
clothing, mattresses and bed springs, 
lamps, camp copking stoves, and such 
requisites, some §5,000 worth of sup- 
plies altogether, and a special cash 
collection of $548.24. Mrs. Edwards 
and Mrs, Kinnaird were rushed up 
with the first train of supplies, and 
assisted by Mr. and Mrs. Watson, pro- 
prietors of the hotel which had escap- 
ed: burning, distributed the supplies 
sent.

British Connection has been 
helped by the establishment of a 
Canadian ambassador at Wash- 
ington; by acceptance of the 
League of Nations that purports 
to displace Canada’s part in tlte 
solidarity of the British empire by 
Canadian membership in the 
League of Nations; and by a trade 
policy that stupendously increases 
trade with the United States at 
the cost of trade with Britain. 

Canadian Autonomy has been 
made subject to the terms of con- 
trol by the League of Nations; a 
control that the United States, al- 
though a dominant partner, would 
not submit to, and yet Canada a 
subordinate partner has accepted. 

By accepting the League of Na- 
tions both British connection and 
Canadian autonomy were put in 
second place.

Taxpayers thfoughout the dominion 
are confronfecd with new and heavy 
obligations to the national treasury.

Under existing circumstances there 
lg something unseemly about the 
scramble of parliamentarians at Ot- 
tawa, in the closing days of a deca- 
dent parlinmewt, for increased s6es- 
sional indemnities, Most of these 
men no longer enjoy the confidence of 
their constituents. The coming gen- 
eral election will sweep them, with 
the government they support, Into the 
political discard. They no longer re- 
present public opinion in the country. 
They have no mandate from the 
people who do the paying for putting 
any additiona] funds from tue public 
treasury into their own pockets. 


SORRY FOR IT NOW 


Ottawa Journal: ‘ 


The government's decision to bring 
down all the papers in connection 
with Mr. Murdock's resignation from 
the board of commerce and the causes 
alleged to have led up to it, is a wise 
one, and the only pity is that a like 
action was not taken respecting the 
resignation from the board of Mr. 
Justice Robson. For months past the 
air has been thick with rumors and 
insinuations in connection with Judge 
Robson's ‘retirement. Under the cir- 
cumstances, and in view of the fact 
that no successor to Judge Robson 
was appointed, something which 
weakened the operating powers of 
the board, it would appear to have 
been the duty of the government to 
provide the public wit: a clear state- 
ment of all the facts, This, however, 
was not done. For reasons never 
quite clear, the government took the 
position that it was not in the public 
{nterest that the correspondence be 
brought down; a course waich only 
intensified suspicion and which now 
has had a severe reaction upon those 
responsible for it.

Hundreds of 
requests have ‘been received from 
those ‘who were unable to eee the 
famous story of Northern Alberta 
upon its initial presentation in Hd- 
monton,and it ‘s for this reason that 
the film is again to be shown in the 
city, The film is all-Canadian; the 
star, Nell Shipman, is a native of Vic- 
toria, B, C.; the company wae financed 
in Alberta, and the scenes wero actu- 
eily taken on the‘shores of Lesser 
Blave Lake, about 66 miles from 
Grouard. The company, when mak- 
ing their long journey from Holly- 
wood, California, to Grouard, stopped 
off in Edmonton for several days and 
made numerous friends here. 

Speaking of the. film, which Is 
taken from “Wap the Walrus,” and 
boasts geome great animal scenes, 
James Oliver Curwood states; “One of 
the most remarkable achievements in 
motion pictures, I believe, was accom- 
plished when webuilt a ship, 180 feet 
long In thé ice of Greater Slave Lake. 
This played the part of the frozen-in 
whaler, Flying Moon. The masts and 
heavy timber were Tewn out of the 
forest, but all the lumber and other 
material had to be brought by dog 
sledge from the iine of fall, miles 
away. Upon arrival, the membera of 
the company found themselvés in a 
wilderness. On three sides of them

just to hand that only those children 
between three and five can be helped; 
the mites under three must be aban- 
doned to starvation, for there. will 
not be enough food to go round if 
these are included,” 

The above is a quotation from one) 
of the many large advertisements ap- 
pearing in the British newspapers, 
appealing for contributions towards 
the “Save the Children Fund.” 

“And it is qu-te true,” remarked 
Miss Waagen, vice-president and hon. 
secretary of the Alberta Division of 
the Canadian Red Cross society, who 
is in the city in connection with Red! 
Cross work. Miss Waagen has not, 
long since returned from  WHurope,| 
where she was in the stricken areas 
and saw conditions there at first 
hand." The immensity of the tra- 
gedy is eo great,’ she says, ‘that it| 
is only international effort that ts go- 
ing to save Europe and Its nations, | 
and, by saving them, will save the 
world.” 

The matter of the appeal being 
made on behalf of the children, was 
placed before Miss Waagen for the 
reason that application has ‘een 
made to city officials by citizens who 
have seen these advertisements. Some | 
have sent money to England in re-, 
sponse and others have come to the 
city and make the query—‘Is this, 
thing correct ,and if so, why is it not)

‘Whoever is chosen, as his successor, 
faces « difficult task,” the newspaper says: 
“and faces in the new liberal! party, a 
determined and aggresive opposition under 
the leadership of Macienzie King.” 

“The coalition, moreover, has suffered 
in unity during the long absences of Bord- 
en in England and the United States. It 
has set forth no clear program; and, great 
as were its achievements, in winning the 
war and beginning re-construction, it has 
been regarded as an emergency organiza- 
tion,” the newspaper adds, 

The Post believes that the tariff would 
be the chief issue in the event of a g@- 
eral election, 

Concluding, it says: “There has been 
much discontent over the tenacious hold 
of the war government, and now that post- 
war radicalism has subsided, but one 
reason apart from party ambition blocks 
the coalition to surrender to an election, 
That is the fear that, as tn Manitoba this 
week, the mixed political situation would 
result in a majority for no single party, 
four or five groups dividing a confused 
parliament.”

mitted to the allied governments. The 
etep was regarded as a manoeuvre In- 
tended to prepare the way for strong 
resistence to the execution of the 
treaty on the part of the German 
delegation at Spa. 

It was also taken as confirmation 


of reports from Berlin that the at- 
titude of Konstantin Fehrenbach, 
Geriuian chancellor and head of thé 
German special delegation, will be 
that finances must be made on @ 
basis of the present economic situa- 
tion of Germany, without taking into 
account any future economic im- 
provement. 

The memorandum submitted to the 
supreme allied council at Brussels 
Friday morning was presented to the 
British, French and Itallan govern- 
ments Friday at their respective cap!- 
tals, It bears date of May 10, and was 
signed by experts, having been drawn 
up for submission at the Spa confer- 
ence, It is understood it tries to es- 
tablish Germany's inability to mater- 
fally fullfill her treaty obligations.

ROBSON NOT 10 
GO TO OTTAWA 
ON CONTHOVERSY 


Says, Now That Parliament Has 
Prorogued, Will Not Carry 
Out Intention 


Winnipeg, July 2—(Canadian Press) 
—H. A. Robson, K.C., former chair- 
man of the board of commerce, an- 
nounced to tiie Canadian Press Friday 
morning that, parliament having pro- 
rogued, he eaw no necessity for carry- 
ing out his intention of proceeding to 
Ottawa to take up there the Murdock 
controversy. 

“Last week,” said Judge Robson, 
“there was a deapatch from Olttawa, 
indicating the certainty of an inquiry 
into the extravagant charges made 
againa ministers and myself in re- 
apect to the board of commerce. Par- 
Nament was tien sitting and it ap- 
peared would not immediately pro- 
rogue. I intimated my intention of 
leaving for Ottawa. I had not been 
in communication with the govern- 
ment, and had no idea what they 
were doing or were going to do. The 
government, as every one now knows, 
puts its foot down on the whole busi- 
ness, and officially terminated it 
right there. 

‘The autvority to whom, and to 
whom alone, I waa responaibdie, hav- 
ing terminated the matter I need do 
nothing further. 

“This ie entirely different from the 
question of the merits of the legisia- 
tion. I have never, as has ‘been 
falsely represented, advocated tie 
abolition of the board. It can, in my 
view, perform many useful functions, 
unquestionably within federal junis- 
diction, but the fair prices part should 
I think, certainly exempt original 
farm and live stock production. The 
part of the act dealing with combines 
ls, I think, constitutionally unassail- 
able and in the hands of men judicial 
in temperament, should be of great 
public service. I do not attempt to 
force my views, but I ‘iave always 
been willing to discuss the economic 
Policy of the acts with those inoline4 
to do so temperetely. The present 
policy of the fair prices part is of 
vital concern to the welfare of inter- 
ests that cannot be ignored.”

League of Nations 

“The Democratic party favors the 
League of Nations as the surest if 
not the only, practical means of main- 
taining the permanent peace of the 
world, and terminating the insuffer- 
able burden of great military and 
naval establishments. It was for this 
that America broke away from tradi- 
tional isolation, and spent her blood 
and treasure to crush a_ colossal 
scheme of conquest. It was upon this 
basis that the president of the United 
States, in pre-arrangement with our 
allies, consented to a suspension of 
hostilities against the German govern- 
ment. The armistice was granted and 
@ treaty of peace negotiated upon the 
definite assurance to Germany, as well 
as to the powers pitted against Ger- 
many, that a general association of 
nations must be formed, under speci- 
fic covenants, for the Purpose of af- 
fording mutual guarantees of political 
independence and territorial integrity 
to great and small states alike. Hence 
we not only congratulate the presi- 
dent on the vision manifested and the 
\dgor exhibited in the prosecution of 
thé war, but we felicitate him and his 
associates on the exceptional achieve- 
ments at Paris involved in the adopt 
fon of a league and treaty so near 
akin to previously expressed Ameri- 
can ideals, and so intimately related 
to the aspirations of civilized peoples 
everywhere. 

“We commend the president for his 
courage and his high conception -of 
good faith in steadfastly standing for 
the covenant agreed to by all the as- 
| sociated and allied nations at war 
with Germany, and we condemn the 
Republican senate for its refusal to 
ratify the treaty, merely because. it 
| Was the product of Democratic states- 
;manship, thus interposing partisan 
|envy and personal hatred in the way 
| of the peace and renewed prosperity 
of the world. 

“The intent of congress and tho in- 
| tent of the president was tnat there 
could be no peace until we could 
create a situation where no such war 
as this could recur. We cannot make 
Peace except in company with our 
allies. It would brand us with ever- 
| lasting dishonor, and bring ruin to us 
| also if we undertook to make a sepa- 
rate peace, 

‘We endorse the president's view of 
our international obligations, and his 
firm stand against reservations de- 
signed to cut to pieces the vital pro- 
visions of the Versailles Treaty, and 
we commend the Democrats in con- 
gress for voting aguinst resolutions 
for separate peace, which would dis- 
grace the nation. We advocate the 
immediate ratification of the treaty 
without reservations, which would 
impair! ts essential integrity; but do 
not oppose the acceptance of any re- 
servations making clearer or more 
specific the obligations of the United 
States to the League of Nations." 
“We reject as utterly vain, if not 
vicious, the Republican assumption 
that ratification of the treaty and 
membership in the League of Nations 
would in any way impair the integrity 
or independence of our country, The 
fact that the covenant has been enter- 
ed into by twenty-nine nations all as 
jealous of their independence as we 
are of ours, is a sufficient repudiation 
of such charges, 

‘‘Treland; 
“The great principle of national 
self-determination has received con- 
stant reiteration as one of the chief! 
objectives for which this country en- | 
tered the war and yictory established 
this principle. 
“Within the limitations of interna- 
tional comity and usage, this conven- 
tion repeats the several previous ex- 
pressions of the sympathy of the De- 
mocratic party of the United States) 
for the aspirations of Ireland for gelf- 


government. 

“The Tariff: 
“We re-affirm the traditional policy 
of the Democratic party in favor of a 
tariff for revenue only and to confirm 
the policy of basing tariff revisions 
upon the intelligent research of e

The eale of several cars of eggs for 
tmmediate export, and of several 
thousand cases for fall shipment, to- 
gether with a falling off in receipts 
and also quality, has given the mar- 
ket a very firm undertone, ,and 
fielped to clear away ‘he more or less 
pessimnistic view of some holders of 
storage stocks, The market is firm 
for high-grade stock, and on the 
Toronto and Montreal markets ape- 
cials are moving in a jobbing way at 
60c, with extras quoted at 5bo to 57c, 
At Ontarlo country pointa business is 
brisk and packers are paying 64c¢ to 
66%c f.o. shipping point, cases 1n- 
cluded, for government 1 ected 
firsts, shippers paying country stores 
45c to 47c. Producers are receiving 
from 88¢ to 47c, and e!rcles up to 58c. 

In the Maritime provinces, prices | 
have been well maintained though a 
drop is looked for this week. On 
Prince Edward Island receipts con- 
tinue very heavy, and the Co-opera- 
tive Association for the week ending 
June 12 reported an increase {n re- 
ceipts over the corresponding week 
last year of about 70 per cent. On 
the island prices at country points 
range from 43c to 44c, and on the 
mainland from 36c to 42c to  pro- 
ducers, and 42c¢ to 48c delivered to 
country shippers. 

The prairie province markets have | 
kept about steady during the past 
week, and at many points a decrease 
in receipts and very poor quality * la 
reported, with {n some instances only | 
sufficient good grade eges arriving to 
meet immediate consumptive require- 
ments. Prices at country points are 
83c to 36c, loss off, delivered. Car- 
lots of firsts are moving east at 52¢e 
to 68c f.o4b. silpping point. 


The British Columbia market {fs un- | 
changed, dealers paying 50c to 620} 
f.o.b, country for local fresh. These 
are jobbing at 66c to 57c, with States

There were 30 Inspections last 
week, 16 (6,020 cases) in the eastern 
section and 14 in the western section 
Of the former, 1,060 cases were for 
immediate export. 

With the market at fte present level 
producers have every incentive to 
gather and market their eggs fre- 
quently and regularly. Many  ship- 
ments are now showing signs of in- 
cubation and of having, been held 
under favorable conditio and the 
loss to the individual producer and to 
the country is rapidly assuming tre- 
mendous proportions.

This weed is considered to be the 
worst to contro] that is known at the 
present day, andthough it is not gen- 
eral in the Province as yet, it is im- 
portant that every one should know it, 
and prevent it making any headway. 

During the first year this plant 
grows a emall rosette of leaves, and 
does not produce any flowers. The 
| leaves are from six to twelve inches 
long, pointed, and deeply cut, and 
| prickly. The second year the flower 
comes, and then there {s no excuse for 
not locating it, as the blossom is 
bright yellow in color, and very no- 
ticeable. It is from one to one and a 
half, inches across and «lightly resem- 
bles a dandelion. 

The plant grows tall and coarse, 
with numerous thick underground 
root-stocks, where, every few inches, 
are new buds which develop into new 
plants. The stems are hollow, and 
‘when broken give oui « bitter, milky 
jutce, which makes people sometimes 
call it Milkweed. The whole plant is 
deop green in color, and covered with 
soft spines. Generally it {s found in 
small patches in grain, and no matter 
how high the grain grows, it grows to 
an equal height. 

It flowers during July and August, 
and the seede are ripe in August and 
early September, 

This plant should be hand-picked, 
and never allowed to make any head- 
Way, as it is so hard to eradicate.

If you were to visit Gettysburg you 
would see an enormous battlefield on 
which still stand more than one Oun- 
dred guns left there by General Lee 
and his soldiers, as they retreated.

“Blues,” who fought so vaHantly for 
their country, and you would see 
standing in the heart of tne town a 
little 2-storey house in which Jermnie 
Wade lived.
